rory, the board said, the dispute 
would continue to exist and would 
have to be treated in accordance 
with law. 
Meanwhile, the board said, the 
emploj’e org anizations have ag reed 
to a provision insuring the presi­ 
dent and the board of mediation a 
reasonable opportunity to proceed 
under the law, so far as the calling 
of a strike, before any further ac­ 
tion has been initiated on the part 
of the employes.

Hirth Still Dominate« . 
William Hirth, of Columb ia, is 
the dominating figure at the twelfth 
annual convention of the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association, which conven­ 
ed in Sedalia Monday . 
This w'as 
demonstrated 
very 
clearly 
this 
morning when Mr. Hirth presented 
a motion that the credentials com­ 
mittee make its report as soon as 
possib le, not later than at the con­ 
vening of the afternoon session. 
Emmett Sallee, chairman of the 
credentials committee, stated that 
heretofore It had b een customary 
for the credentials committee fo 
report on the last morning of the 
convention, and stated that it would 
b e impossib le for his committee to 
give a full and complete report b e­ 
fore that time. 
Hirth contended that there were 
b usiness matters that should come 
up b efore the convention which 
could not come up b efore the dele­ 
gates were seated, and for that 
reason he demanded the report not 
later than the afternoon. 
Sallee contended that the motion 
was wrong, that he didn’t like to 
see any thing forced upon the con­ 
vention, and insinuated that the 
“steam roller” might b e working. 
“So far as crime” said Hirth, 
“there is prob ab ly as much on one 
side of the other. 
I'm simply try ­ 
ing to get the convention in shape 
to do b usiness. I'm personally will­ 
ing to let the convention vote on 
the question, regardless of whether 
they are for me and my friends or 
against me. 
As ked Ball B« H« ard. 
Every time Mr. Hirth arose the 
delegation cheered, and when N. J. 
Ball, of Montgomery City , who Is 
opposing Mr. Hirth arose, the crowd 
y elled him down. 
He stood for al­ 
most fifteen minutes waiting for 
the crowd to cease their Jeers. Two 
special police officers come to the 
platform and stopped the actions 
of two leaders who were on the 
floor of the convention leading the 
y ells.

‘When the American farmer pre­ 
sents a solid front, he will b e near 
a solution of his prob lems,” LeRoy 
Melton of Greenville. 111., president 
of the Farmers’ Equity Association, 
last night told the joint session of 
the Missouri Farmers’ Association 
and the W’^omen's Progressive Far­ 
mers Association, in convention at 
the Missouri SUte Fair grounds. 
Mr. Melton was speaking on the 
sub ject; “Solving the Prob lems of 
the Co-operatives.” 
The prob lems 
of the co-operative concerns, he 
said, were much the same as those 
of other b usiness organizations and 
could b e worked out on a rational 
b usiness b asis. 
The elements, essential to the 
success of any co-operative concern, 
he outlined as, first, the need for 
such a concern; second, care in 
organizaUon; 
third, care in the 
wording of 
the b y -lgws; 
fourth, 
genuine co-operation; and fifth, gen­ 
uine democracy . It is also b est to 
Incorporate under the laws of the 
state, in order to b e genuinely co­ 
operative, he advised. 
To prove that the co-operatives 
are profitab le, Mr. Melton cited 
several examples. A survey of one 
grain concern’s reports for six y ears 
showed 
that the elevators 
paid 
b ack 30.S per cent of the amount 
originally invested in the concern 
and that, in the last three y ears, 
those elevators had paid for them­ 
selves, he said. Creameries. In Mr. 
Melton’s experience, had paid, in 
two of the past three y ears, nearly 
fifty per cent, and returns on the 
investments 
in 
a group of co­ 
operatives ranged from twenty -four 
to ninety -one per cent, he said. 
Capital, Mr. Melton asserted, is 
largely a matter of education. When 
the farmer realizes that capital in­ 
vested in a co-operative concefn is 
an Insurance policy , and means fair 
weights, fair tests, and b etter prices 
he w'lll b e ready to organize. 
To get any where, the farmers 
must own and control the mtrket- 
adcied that the b est control 
he 
ing machinery . Mr. Melton said, and 
knew of was a deed to the property . 
Loy alty is the heart of the co­ 
operative and more concerns are 
wrecked b ecause of a lack of that 
asset than b y any other cause, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Melton. And, nam­ 
ing other steps to success, 
the 
speaker urged service, good man­ 
agement, and the auditing of the 
concern’s b ooks b jr certified 
ac­ 
countants. 
The great prob lem confronting 
co-operative 
concerns, 
and 
upon 
which success or failure hangs, is 
education, Mr. Melton told his aud­ 
ience. Each memb er must have a 
full knowledge of the workings of 
the organization to insure success, 
he held. 
Preceding Mr. Melton’s address, 
two other speakers. Miss Elizab eth 
Bealer, regional tifrector of the Girl 
Scouts with headquarters at Kan­ 
sas City , and Mrs. Bert Hopper of 
Kahoka, Mo., state director of the 
J. F. A., were introduced b y T. H. 
DeWitt of Green City , Mo., presi­ 
dent of the M. F. A. 
Miss Bealer told of the work of 
the Girl Scouts, qualify ing it as a 
b ig asset in community life. The 
spare time of girls ten to eighteen 
y ears of age is occupied and the 
girls’ efforts are directed during the 
most impressionab le period of their 
lives, she said. 
This morning, b etween 7 and 9 
o’clock a Girl Scout training course 
is to b e held in the Woman’s Build­ 
ing on the fair grounds and Miss 
Bealer invited all girls and women 
interested in the work to attend. 
The State Fair exhib it of the Se­ 
dalia Girl Scouts also has b een 
left intact in the Bell Telephone 
b uilding and may b e seen b y the 
visitors.

GOVERNOR SORLIE OF 
XORTH D ^ O T A DEAD

A. G. Sorlie of North Iiakota 
n d here this morning. 
Death was caused b y heart rtis- 
, case from which the governor has 
b een 
critically 
ill 
for 
the 
past 
three days. 
A rthur Gustave Sorlie was b orn 
April 
26, 1874 
near Alb ert 
I^a. 
Minn. 
His parents were Iver and 
Mary 
Sorlie, natives 
of Norway. 
When he w^as 1 years old he came 
to North Dakota where he worked 
in a b ank, operated a general store 
and later b ecame a traveling sales­ 
man. 
In 
1907 
he 
entered 
the 
fuel, 
seed and feed b usiness at Grand 
Forks as A. G. Sorlie and Company. 
The enterprise was successful and 
was the b asis for a considerab le 
fortune which he later accumulated 
in other b usiness endeavors. 
Despite his 
extensive 
interests, 
the non-partisan league selected him 
as its standard b earer in 1924 and 
he won the gub ernatorial election 
after a hot fight with R. A. Nes- 
tos, the repub lican Incumb ent. He 
was reelected in 1926, b ut did not 
seek renomination this year, saying 
that he desired to retire to private 
life at the end of his term. 
In 1900 Governor Sorlie married 
i Miss 
Jennie 
Odegard, 
w'ho 
died 
later. 
in 1919 he married 
Miss 
, Grace Hilleb oe at Grand Forks. 
The first im portant act of office 
came to Gov. Sorlie when in his 
first term he appointed Gerald P. 
Nye, to the United States senate 
to succeed Senator E. F Ladd w'ho 
died in office. 
Gov. Sorlie’s death b rings to the 
executive’s chair W alter Haddock^ 
the lieutenant-governor, who is a 
real dirt farmer, and is rated a 
self-made man. 
He w’as educated 
in the common schools and b usi­ 
ness college. 
Later he studied law 
and civil engineering, taking mail 
courses In those sub jects. 
Since 1906 he has operated a farm 
near Plaza and has b een active In 
forming several farm er co-operative 
associations. 
He was elected lieu- 
tenat governor in recognition of his 
services to the non-partisan league 
a sa memb er of the legislature. 
He 
was chairman of the North Dakota 
delegation to the last repub lican na­ 
tional convention. 
In 1906 Gov. 
Maddock married 
Miss M arguerite Tierney of Grand 
Forks. They have four sons and a 
daughter.
